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worries of 
damage as 
tree grows 
from Cone 

A SMALL tree is growing 
out of the side of Wordsley’s 
Red House Glass Cone 
sparking fears it will damage 
the historic building if 
action is not taken. 

A clump of branches is 
now sprouting from brick¬ 
work at the cone, in High 
Street. 

Calls have now been made 
for Dudley Council to 
remove the vegetation 
quickly so it cannot pose a 
risk to the building - which 
is one of the last of its kind in 
the world. 

It is not the first time 
action has been needed to 
remove a tree growing from 
the cone’s brickwork. 

In 2008, a painstaking 
operation was carried out by 
council officers to remove 
another sapling which had 
started to emerge from the 
cone after roots spread 
inside the brickwork. 

A cherry picker had to be 
used so workers could care¬ 
fully remove each branch 
individually to ensure no 
damage was caused. 

Council bosses said they 
did not believe it was the 
same tree which had grown 
back as all of the roots had 
been removed. 

And they said it was diffi¬ 
cult to protect buildings as 
tree seeds were often air¬ 
borne and could enter struc¬ 
tures like the cone. 

Officials said they were 
already in talks with English 
Heritage to obtain advice 
and permission to carry out 
work to remove the sapling. 

Unro cafes at 
centre shut 

TWO cafes at Merry Hill 
shopping centre in Dudley 
have closed. 

The Cafe Giardino 
outlets, which were part of a 
national chain, closed as a 
result of the operating 
company Town Centre 
Restaurants going into 
administration. 

It is not known how many 
jobs were lost as a result of 
the closures. The owners of 
the shopping centre, West- 
field, declined to comment.

“resources could be focused” on the 
Diamond Jubilee and Olympic Torch relay 
events instead. 

Last year hundreds of families descended 
on the town as stalls selling fresh vegeta¬ 
bles, spicy foods, jewellery and books lined 
the streets. 

David Harcourt, who helps organise 
events in Stourbridge, said that cancelling 
the event this year had been disappointing 
but “realistic” given the funding available. 

“The harvest festival is one of the most 
popular events in the town and there is no 
reason why it will not be back next year,” he 
said. 

“However we knew the funding was not 
going to be there for this year’s event,” Mr 
Harcourt added.

The Brierley Hill event was only launched 
ast year but, like the other two events, 
ittracted hundreds of visitors into town 
centres boosting trade throughout the 
summer months. 

Footfall 

Brierley Hill trader Bob Mantle, who runs 
BHF Flowers in High Street, said losing any¬ 
thing which brought people into the town 
vas a bad thing. 

“There is so little footfall in Brierley Hill 
it the moment and so little to bring people 
n people any event which is lost is bad for 
the town,” he said. 

“We need things to boost the town at the 
iresent time.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Kate Arnold 
confirmed the events would not be going 
ihead as resources had been focused on the 
ubilee and Olympic torch. 

Dudley Council bosses said they were 
reviewing all town centre events but recog- 
lised they were an excellent way of boosting 
visitor numbers.

Villagers find novel use 
for unwanted phone box 


They say the best things 
come in small packages. 

And that is certainly true for the 
Belbroughton Book Exchange near 
Stourbridge. 

Despite being one of the smallest 
libraries in the world, set up in an 
old red telephone box, it is a honey 
pot for the village’s avid readers. 

The library is kept stocked up as 
villagers borrow books and replace 
them with their own used volumes. 

“It’s self-perpetuating,” said 
Ruth Perry, of High Street, Bel¬ 
broughton, who runs the exchange 
with the help of a group of neigh¬ 
bours and fellow members of the 
village history society 

When members of the history 
group found out the phone kiosk in 
High Street on the corner of Pinch¬ 
ers Close was going to be removed by 
BT last year, they set about finding a 
way of saving it for the village. 

Dilapidated 

“The kiosk is very nice street fur¬ 
niture, although it was getting 
dilapidated and was non-commis¬ 
sioned, with none of its internal 
organs left inside,” said Mrs Perry, 
aged 66, a retired teacher. 

“We had to have an authorised 
body to take it over so Belbroughton 
Parish Council became our under¬ 
writer and the history society pur¬ 
chased it from BT for a nominal £1. 

“BT painted it and even put the 
gold crowns back on, because they 
had worn off. We wanted it to be 
useful, rather than decorative, and 
mused over what we could use it for. 

“We’d heard of other places where 
phone boxes had children’s paint-

ings in - but hit upon the idea of 
turning it into a library for the 
village. I’m obsessed about children 
reading and I’m glad to see so many 
young people in the village using our 
library ” 

Mrs Perry, together with neigh¬ 
bours Sue and Ian Dalziel, Sue 
Pawley and history society chair¬ 
man Sarah Bradley, then started 
setting it up. They had to replace one 
pane of glass in the phone box and 
Belbroughton Woodyard gave them 
the shelving, which the volunteers 
painted black. 

They put a request in the parish 
newsletter for people to donate their 
used books - and Mrs Perry, who 
runs a second hand book shop at

Harvington Hall, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, stored them in her hallway. 

“It was good fun setting it up and 
we had bags of books to stock it,” 
said Mrs Perrry, who has lived in 
Belbroughton for 23 years. 

Regulars 

“Then, in May last year, we had a 
grand opening.” 

At least 100 people now use the 
library regularly, dipping into its 
stock of 200 to 300 fact, fiction and 
children’s books and then replenish¬ 
ing the shelves with their own spare 
ones. 

Among the regulars are retired 
teachers Chris and Heather Loft- 
house. 


“We think the idea to use the tele¬ 
phone box as a library is a fantastic 
one,” said Mr Lofthouse. We regu¬ 
larly borrow and donate to it. 

“In fact, although our children 
have now grown up and left home, 
they also use the library on visits 
back home. 

“The opening of the box happened 
shortly after the death of my mother, 
who was an avid reader and a collec¬ 
tor of books, so I was able to donate 
quite a few books in the beginning to 
help stock the library. Cyclists and 
hikers passing through the village 
also often stop and browse the 
shelves. People respect it and we 
make sure it’s neatly stacked with 
quality books,” said Mrs Perry

OPERATORS at a Black Country 
quarry have been caught working 
outside their allowed hours - and 
warned they face prosecution if it 
continues. 

Managers at the Ketley Quarry, in 
Kingswinford, have been served a breach of 
condition notice by Dudley Council. It comes 
after residents complained that trucks were 
entering the site, in Ketley Road, before the 
permitted 7.30am start time. Tile and brick 
makers Hinton, Perry and Davenhill must 
abide by the rules or face a maximum fine of 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Permission was recently granted for the 
quarry to open to loaded vehicles at 7.30am 
instead of 8am despite residents’ objections. 

And the family firm has revealed plans to 
open the quarry at 7am, angering locals who 
say queueing lorries clog up the road. 

Campaigners who complained that lorries 
were arriving too early have welcomed the 
council’s response. 

Responsible 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: “None 
of us want to see the quarry close and we want 
the company to thrive but they need to be a 
responsible neighbour.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said: “A breach 
of conditions notice has been served by the 
council relating to our operators bringing 
clay on to the site around 15 or 20 minutes 
earlier than the start time in our planning 
consent. This has now stopped and will be 
strictly policed. We want to be good neigh¬ 
bours but it has been unfortunate that the 
weather has hampered the process of build¬ 
ing up our clay stock. 

“The operators have informed us that they 
were arriving early to prepare the area for 
vehicles due to the bad weather.” 

Dudley Council’s regeneration chief 
Shaukat Ali today confirmed that a breach of 
condition notice had been served.

When tree fellers had 
jills to do the lumbering 


THEY came to Staffordshire 
to fell trees for vital timber in 
the Second World War, some 
of them still teenagers away 
from home for the first time. 

Just like Jack in the children’s 
nursery rhyme had his Jill, so the lum¬ 
berjacks of Cannock Forest had their 
lumberjills to take over their work 
when they were called to fight at the 
Front. 

Now the search is on to find women 
who worked in Staffordshire’s wood¬ 
lands during the 1939-45 conflict. The 
little-known lumberjills made a crucial 
contribution supplying timber for use 
as pit props and aircraft manufacture, 
and even in bomb-making. 

At its peak, the Women’s Timber 
Corps, set up 70 years ago, had about 
8,000 members, young women who 
were billeted with families or in camps. 

They felled and planted trees, meas-

ured them and drove tractors. 
Members of the WTC, an off-shoot of 
the Land Army, wore distinctive green 
uniforms and had their own beret 
badge featuring a conifer tree. 

Today there are still lumberjills but 
these days machinery does much of the 
heavy work. Jason MacLean, of the 
Forestry Commission, which has 
launched the lumberjill search, said: 
“It was tough work back then as every 
tree had to be cut down by hand. 

“Even in wartime the women per¬ 
forming this work could cut down 30 
trees using a two-hander cross saw if 
they became very proficient. They 
really blazed a trail for the women who 
came after them.” 

Modern-day lumberjill Jacqui Black¬ 
ford, based at Birches Valley on 
Cannock, Chase does not chop down 
trees but is involved in the important 
work of introducing schoolchildren to 


the forest and helping to educate them 
about this special environment. 

Her female colleagues are involved 
in planning, planting, design and man¬ 
agement of the forest and many can 
use a chainsaw if required. 

The 49-year-old former veterinary 
nurse said: “I’ve always been an 
outdoor girl, and it’s nice now to have 
the forest as your office or classroom. 

“Education has become an impor¬ 
tant part of our work.” 

The Forestry Commission say many 
women from the region must have 
served as lumberjills in the war but 
very little is known about where they 
were posted locally. Possible postings 
could have included Cannock Forest.

£2.6m revamp of park 
is moving a step closer 


A £2.6 MILLION revamp of an historic 
Stourbridge park has moved a step closer as 
council chiefs draw up a bid for funding. 

Dudley Council is working on a second 
application to the Heritage Lottery Fund for 
the planned revamp of Mary Stevens Park, 
in Norton. 

A consultation has been launched for 
members of the public to give their views on 
what needs to be done at the park. 

Historic landmarks across the parkland, 
off Heath Lane, will be returned to their 
former glory should the bid be successful. 
Top priorities include the restoration of the 
war memorial and works to the pool and 
entrance gates around the park. 

The main Grade II listed Mary Stevens 
gates are in urgent need of restoration with 
brick and ironwork showing signs of decay. 

Campaigns led by Stourbridge Township 
Council have long argued for the Mary 
Stevens gates to be one of the priorities. 

Any remaining funding could be used to 
open a cafe or refreshment kiosk. 

Members of the public are now being 
asked for their feedback online. 

Once the consultation is finished, the 
council will complete the application and 
aims to submit it by February next year. 

The council is applying for £2m from the 
HLF, and has been required to provide 
match funding of approximately £624,000. 

It has already passed the first round of 
applications. 

Councillor Tracy Wood said: “We are 
committed to undertaking consultation 
with local people on important decisions 
and we want to engage with as many people 
as possible.”

A TEDDY bear’s picnic for 
under-fives will take place at 
a Kingswinford museum.

METAL thieves stole 10 gates 
from rural land in Wall Heath, 
causing distressed horses to 
charge from their paddocks. 

The 3ft high and 10ft wide gates 
were ripped from wooden posts on 
fields, where 13 of the animals are 
kept. 

Owners arrived to find the horses 
galloping between the paddocks. 

They were not used to being let out 
of their own spaces together and had 
started panicking. 

Luckily, a gate had been left on the 
entrance to the site which prevented 
them from running onto the busy 
A449. People who use the site are now 
trying to work out how the thieves 


managed to get away with so many of 
the gates. 

Tools and horse riding equipment 
have been stolen in a series of break-ins 
at the site in recent months - forcing 
the horse owners to stop storing vaula- 
bles there. 

Crash 

Sue Collins, who looks after three 
horses there with her mother Kate 
Richardson, said: “If they’d ended up 
on the road they could have been killed 
and it could have caused a serious 
crash. 

“We couldn’t believe it when we 
arrived and saw what had happened. 
We just came down to check and every 
gate between the paddocks had gone. 
The poor horses were very distressed 


as they couldn’t understand what was 
going on - they aren’t usually allowed 
around each other. 

“They calmed down eventually but it 
took a lot of work. 

“They could have been really 
injured.” 

Mrs Collins, a 36-year-old mother- 
of-two, said makeshift wooden barriers 
would have to be erected as the fences 
would be expensive to replace. 

She added: “We are presuming they 
have been stolen to be sold on for scrap. 
This a remote area and most people 
wouldn’t even know we are here so 
they must have planned it.”

Boss’s apology 
to Owen’s family 

THE CHIEF executive of a Black Country hospital has apol¬ 
ogised to the grief-stricken parents of an eight-year-old boy 
for the way staff treated them after his sudden death. 

David and Rowena Jeremy say they had no support from 
staff at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital to guide them 
through the process when he died after an asthma attack. 

And they were even left to look for a telephone number so 
they could call a taxi to go home. The couple attended a 
release of balloons in memory of Owen by pupils in his year 
at Fairhaven Primary School, Wordsley last week. 

A total of 300 balloons, each carrying a message from a 
youngster and a photograph of Owen, were released during 
the day - and coaches from Owen’s favourite team, Aston 
Villa, held sessions with pupils as a tribute to him. 

Adrenalin 

Owen died at the hospital on May 24 when he suffered a 
cardiac arrest soon after being given adrenaline. 

His parents, of Primrose Hill, Wordsley, have withdrawn 
a complaint about Owen’s treatment, in which they chal¬ 
lenged a decision to give him adrenaline even though his 
heart was racing. 

The couple were upset after they found staff had not 
removed medical tubes from Owen’s body when they went 
to say their final farewell to him four hours after his death. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, said in a letter she was “extremely sorry” 
that a rapid response team meant to give information to 
bereaved parents did not contact them. She added: “In 
future staff have been asked to arrange a local taxi for 
bereaved relatives to get home safely, if no-one is available 
to collect them from the hospital.” She also apologised for 
the “additional distress” caused by a failure to remove 
Owen’s tubes. 


Anti-flood scheme 
closes major route 

ONE OF Kingswinford’s busiest roads has been closed for 
six weeks for a £1 million flood prevention scheme to be 
carried out. 

A section of Stallings Lane was cut off from Monday for 
new sewer pipes to be installed and construction of a large 
underground flood storage tank in Broadmeadow. 

The closure runs from Charterfield Drive to the entrance 
to the industrial estate further up the road. 

A short length of Ham Lane is also being closed off for 
existing sewer pipes to be installed. 

Dudley Council is working with Severn Trent Water, 
South Staffordshire Water, IWS and Enterprise on the 
scheme which is due to finish in early September. 

The work is being carried out to prevent serious flooding 
in Stallings Lane and Hinsford Close. 

Council officials said they would try to minimise disrup¬ 
tion and had planned the work for the school summer holi¬ 
days when the road is less busy. 

But they admitted some inconvenience would be 
inevitable and said some residents may experience disrup¬ 
tion to their water supply during the project. 

A diversion was set up via Tansey Green Road, Dread¬ 
nought Road, High Street and Moss Grove. 

Kunal Mehta, who runs the Stallings Fryer fish and chip 
shop said: “It will be disruptive to trade. Business is already 
slow at the moment and this will make things worse for six 
weeks. 

A lot of our business comes from passing trade with 
people parking up to collect something to eat.”

Bid to up 
number 
of organs 
donated 

DUDLEY Council has 
signed up to a new scheme 
encouraging more people to 
sign up to the Organ Donor 
Register and give blood. 

The authority is one of 
just two councils to join the 
partnership with the NHS 
Blood and Transplant 
group. 

It aims to help increase 
the organ and blood dona¬ 
tion rates among both its 
staff and borough residents. 

The announcement will 
see the council encourage 
people to sign up to the 
Organ Donor Register 
(ODR) and consider becom¬ 
ing blood donors. The per¬ 
centage of people on the 
ODR in the Dudley Council 
area is 19 per cent at 58,866, 
compared to a national 
average of 30 per cent. 


Crime in region takes 
fall through past year 


CRIME in the West Midlands has plummeted 
over the past year, with big falls in the amount 
of robberies and violence, according to the 
latest official figures. 

West Midlands Police recorded a 10 per cent drop in 
overall crime, with 193,532 offences in the 12 months up to 
the end of March this year. 

That included a 20 per cent reduction in robberies, with 
7,260 during that period. Vehicle crime dropped by 16 per 
cent to 25,096, while there was also a 14 per cent reduction 
in burglary, dropping to 28,170. 

Violence against the person dropped by 15 per cent to 
35,457. But there were increases in the number of drugs 
offences - up seven per cent to 9,220, while sexual offences 
were up one per cent to 2,725. 

Other figures, released by the Crime Survey of England 
and Wales, showed the total number of crimes across 
England and Wales fell by four per cent to 3,976,312, the 
first time it has dipped below four million since 1989. 

The survey is based on interviews with tens of thousands 
of people in more than 45,000 households. West Midlands 
Police has seen crime fall despite facing Government 
funding cuts of £126m over the next four years. 


Council will bring in 
extra gym instructors 


APPRENTICE gym instructors will be 
employed at council leisure centres in 
Dudley. 

The jobs have been provided through a 
government-funded scheme run by train¬ 
ing firm Lifetime. 

Eight posts will be created at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crystal Leisure Centre as well as 
Dudley and Halesowen leisure centres. 

The plans will go before Dudley 
Council’s human resources chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Gaye Partridge, who was due to 


make a final decision on approval for the 
scheme on Thursday. 

Apprentices will complete training 
with the external provider including an 
NVQ in instructing exercise and fitness, 
according to a report to Councillor Par¬ 
tridge. 

The placements last for six months 
with apprentices working between 16 and 
30 hours per week. A report stated: 
“These posts would support the existing 
staffing.”

Don’t get prickly 
with those visitors 


THERE’S no doubt about it - slugs and snails are having a 
field day thanks to all the rain we’ve had, eating bedding 
plants, chomping on vegetables and munching their way 
through gardens nationwide. 

The more vigilant among us have been doing morning and 
evening patrols, picking off the slippery suckers before they 
wreak havoc with our prized plants and suitably disposing 
of them. 

As slugs and snails are particularly rampant in my area, I 
have resorted to putting young leafy plants, which these 
pests love, in pots and either placing the pots on metal 
stands which slugs have trouble in climbing, or putting 
copper strips around the pots to deter them. 

The copper contains a minute electrical charge to deter 
the slug or snail. But even these have limited effectiveness 
and some still manage to reach the plants. 

“Slugs and snails are likely to be breeding more success¬ 
fully this year,” says Andrew Salisbury, senior entomologist 
with the RHS. 

“They will take advantage of any warm, wet weather to 
breed and often you find slug and snail eggs in damp and 
sheltered situations. The eggs are in groups a few millime¬ 
tres across, spherical in shape and opaque white and you will 
need to dispose of them.” 

Escape 

Don’t throw slugs and snails over the neighbour’s fence 
or into your garden refuse trug, he advises, because they will 
just escape and return to your plants. 

The only way to get rid of them effectively (the squeamish 
perhaps shouldn’t read on) is to do it with a pair of secateurs 
or plop them into a bag and bin them. “I’ve seen figures that 
there are 15,000 slugs a year in an average garden,” he adds. 
That’s a lot of secateur work. 

They will travel great distances for a tasty morsel. Salis¬ 
bury has seen evidence of slug damage on really tall clematis 
and on magnolia flowers - they will go up and down a tree in 
a night, he says. 

Even now, the most effective method of reducing these 
slimy pests is to use slug pellets, he says. 

There are many types on the market, some of which are 
organic, but you’ll need to re-apply them regularly in rainy 
weather, when they will break down quickly. 

Parasitic 

Alternatively, invest in a nematode biological control, a 
parasitic worm which works its way into the soil and will kill 
slugs underground, but may not be so effective on snails 
which tend to remain on the surface. 



Nematode controls are available from mail order biologi¬ 
cal control suppliers and come as a powder which dilutes 
into water. The nematodes penetrate the slugs’ body and 
release bacteria to kill the slugs, and should last around six 
weeks. 

Beer traps and copper tapes around pots may help to some 
extent, but they won’t eliminate the problem. 

“You will never totally eliminate slug and snail damage in 
weather like this,” he concludes, “but you can try to reduce 
the risk.” 

Encourage predators such as hedgehogs, frogs and toads 
into your garden by leaving a patch of wild area or installing 
a pond. You can also encourage snail-eating birds such as 
thrushes into your garden by planting shrubs and trees 
which bear berries and create a nesting area.

Toby returns on the 
right side of the law 


T oby Stephens is not best 
known for his comic skills, 
though there were some 
unintentionally funny sneers from 
him when he played the villain in 
007 epic Die Another Day 10 years 
ago. However, he clearly had a 
great time when he was cast in 
comedy drama Vexed (Wednesday, 
BBC2, 9pm) in 2009. 

If you missed that first run when it 
aired a year later, it centred on Jack 
Armstrong and Kate Bishop, 
detectives who were completely 
mismatched. The former was one of 
the worst private eyes of all time, 
while the latter tried to do a good 
job, but kept getting dragged down 
by Jack. 

Now series one actress Lucy 
Punch has moved on to other 
projects, for the first of a six-part 
series, Jack is teamed with new 
partner Georgina Dixon (Miranda 
Raison). She’s an ambitious officer 
who has been promoted to detective 
inspector and has no reservations 
about expressing her disdain for 
Jack’s sloppy approach to crime¬ 
solving. 


Naturally the duo have to put aside 
their differences when they 
investigate the strange death of an 
egocentric car salesman. Stephens 
loved making the first series, not 
least because it gave him a rare 
chance to do comedy on TV instead 
of the dramatic roles he was known 
for. “It was kind of like having a 
vacation for me,” he remarked at the 
time. It helped that his character was 
such a bumbling detective instead of 
a shrewd villain hell bent on world 
domination. “I just had to turn up 
every day and have fun,” he smiles. 

As any theatre luwie will tell you, 
Toby is the son of acclaimed actors 
Robert Stephens and Maggie Smith. 
So, partly because of genetics and 
partly through seeing a lot of theatre 
when he was young, it was 
inevitable he would start treading the 
boards. He made his film debut 20 
years ago in Tilda Swinton movie 
Orlando, and impressed many with 
TV hit The Camomile Lawn. Roles in 
a film version of Twelfth Night and 
Space Cowboys (in which he played 
a younger version of director/star 
Clint Eastwood) kept the wolf from 


the door, but it was his turn as 
egomaniacal Gustav Graves in Die 
Another Day that could have 
changed his life forever. 

It didn’t hurt that Pierce Brosnan’s 
final 007 epic made millions at the 
box office and put Stephens on the 
map of many Hollywood casting 
agents who may have been 
indifferent to his earlier work. 
However, given the choice 
between spending days and 
maybe months in LA waiting for 
the phone to ring, and then playing 
generic villains in assorted epics, 
or working on lower paid theatre/ 
TV work, he chose the latter. “Once 
you’ve done a villain, that’s all you 
end up doing,” he remarked. You 
can see his point. 

Charming, good looking and most 
of all British, he ticks all the boxes 
for any uninspired Tinseltown 
director looking for the next 
antagonist for their blockbuster. 

Jack Armstrong may spend a lot of 
time vexed about his work, but his 
real life alter ego could hold a 
masterclass in tickling ribs, as this 
first episode proves.
